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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is responsive to Applicant's Amendment and Remarks AFTER 
FINAL, filed 09 Feb 2010, in which claims 23, 31, 33, 34 and 36 are amended to change 
the scope and breadth of the claim, and new claim 38 is added. 

Applicant's Amendment and Remarks AFTER FINAL, filed 09 Feb 2010, will be 
entered because they are deemed to place the application in condition for allowance in 
view of the Examiner's Amendment detailed herein. 

This application is the national stage entry of PCT/IB04/0431 1, filed 02 Dec 
2004; and claims benefit of provisional application 60/579,237, filed 15 Jun 2004; and 
claims benefit of foreign priority document PCT/IB03/06375, filed 02 Dec 2003. This 
foreign priority document is in English. 

Claims 23-26 and 31-40 are allowed in view of the Applicant's Amendment 
AFTER FINAL, filed 09 Feb 2010, and the Examiner's Amendment detailed herein. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Rejections Withdrawn 
Applicant's Amendment and Remarks AFTER FINAL, filed 09 Feb 2010, with 
respect to claims 31-35 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
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comply with the written description requirement has been fully considered and is 
persuasive, as amended claims 31 and 33 do not recite Cat+ represents organic or 
mineral cation(s) including proton and Applicant's remarks are persuasive that the term 
"antigen" within the context of the instant invention reasonably conveys to one skilled in 
the relevant art that the inventors had possession of the claimed invention. 
This rejection has been withdrawn. 

Applicant's Amendment and Remarks AFTER FINAL, filed 09 Feb 2010, with 
respect to claims 33-35 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph as not being 
enabled for the full scope of the claim has been fully considered and is persuasive, as 
amended claim 33-35 do not recite an autoimmune disease or an allergic disease and 
Applicant's remarks are persuasive that the specification is enabling for immunotherapy 
or stimulation of an immune response in a subject having a tumor or solid tumor without 
an undue amount of experimentation. 

This rejection has been withdrawn. 

The closest prior art is Fox et al. (J. Org. Chem., 2002, 67, p5009-5010, of 
record) in view of Patini et al. (Chem. Rev. 1996, 96, p3147-3176, of record) and in view 
of Parvin et al. (Biochemistry, 1969, 8(4), p1 748-1 755, of record). 

Fox et al. in view of Patini et al. and in view of Parvin et al. teach as set forth in 
the Office Action mailed 22 Jun 2009. 
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Applicant's showing of unexpectedly advantageous results commensurate with 
the scope of the claim compared to the teaching of the prior art teaching bioisoteric 
equivalence is persuasive in view of the unpredictability in the art. The showing of 
unexpectedly advantageous results commensurate with the scope of the claim renders 
the instant invention non-obvious over the teachings of Fox et al. in view of Patini et al. 
and in view of Parvin et al. 

Therefore the instant invention is not taught or fairly suggested by the prior art.
